Many 
panic-stricken persons fled into cellars 
while the storm raged. 

; Second Storm Breaks. 

Scartely had the first storm subsided 
when the second broke with increased 
fury. 

At the height of the second storm 
the switchboard of the Interstate Tel- 
ephone Co. caught fire. All electric 
currents were cut off and the city 
was left in darkness. This increased 
the fright of the people. 

Thinking the storm was entirely 
over the greater part of the popula- 
tion had retired when the third storm 
broke at 4 o'clock, accompanied by a 
dazzling electrical display and peals 
of thunder.  Plate-glass windows 
were shattered, chimneys were blown 
down and the most substantial houses 
trembled on their foundations. The 
streets were flooded. 

Streets Were Impassable. 

At daybreak the streets were im- 
passable. All efforts to establish tele- 
phone communications failed and the 
telegraph wires failed to regpond. 

No street. cars moved for several 
hours after daybreak. The work of 
clearing away the debris began at once. 

The full force of the storm seems to 
have been spent on the statehouse. 
Many of the large plate glass windows 
in the office and legislative chambers 
were broken and the water poured in. 
The dome roof was ripped to pieces and 
the capitol yard is strewn with great 
rolis of copper. 

At least one-half of the dome was 
stripped of the copper. One piece of 
copper 60x20 feet was ripped off and 
sent sailing toward the houses south of 
the building. 

A wire caught the sheet and saved the 
dwellings. Bivery tree except the very 
largest in the yard was uprooted or 
broken off. 

Everybody from business man .0 
humblest laborer walked to work 
through the middle of the street, bs- 
cause the sidewalks were congested 
with trees, and it was difficult to get 
through the center of the road.

Mountain Crest Boils and Fluid 
Fire Pours Through 79 
Fissurés. 


CATANTA, 8icily, Sept. 13.—The 
eruption of Mount Etna is assuming 
the proportions of a real disaster. The 
lava stream, whose path crosses the 
railway line circlimg the volcano, is 
approaching the railway stations to 
the north and especially threatening 
the depots at Molo and Alcantara, 
which were abandoned today, 

Squads of laborers were at work to- 
day taking up the railroad tracks and 
removing all transportable material co 
places of safety. 

The entire crést of Mount Etna ap- 


pears to be in a state of ebullition. 

This afternoon it was reported that 
a total of 79 new fissures had opened 
in the volcano since the disturbance 

gan. The river of lava, which is 
moving slowly northward, has increased 
in volume and extends eight miles from 
its source. The houses of several peas- 
ants have been overwhelmed. 

The earthquakes continued, terrify- 

At Zafferana, off the north coast of 
Sicily, 50 shocks were recorded during 
24 hours. 


The gravity of the eruption of Mount 
Etna is indicated by the abandonment 
of the railway stations of Molo and Al- 
cantara at the north of the volcano. 
Alcantara marked the limit of the lava 
flow in the eruption of 187%. Molo was 
threatened at the time, but escaped. 

The eruption means great suffering for 
the peasantry. The slope of Htna, with 
an area of more than 400 square milea, 
supports a population more dense than 
that of any other portion of Sicily or 
Italy. 

There are 6 cities and villages in the 
entire area and the number of inhab- 
itants which obtain an excellent agri- 
cultural living from the fertile lava 
beds totals more than 300,000.

“Buch action as that of the Florida 
Shakers cannot be justified either from 
the standpoint of the sufferer or from 
the standpoint of those who chloro- 
formed her. Few will defend their aet, 
which was murder, but many will ex- 
euse the sufferer who begged for death.

“Yet the Christin’ dooteing is that 
one should suffer whatever ills come 
into life, until God brings relief. The 
moral purpose of suffering, Christians 
believe, requires patience and enduranc» 
until the Almighty decrees the end.”’ 

William F. Woerner, lawyer and 
student of philosophy and psychology, 
said: 

‘There can never be legal justification 
for taking human life except in self- 
defense. Can there be an ethical justi- 
fication? The question has been dis- 
cussed, but the overwhelming opinion 
among men of thought, I believe, is 
that such an act can never ‘be ethical- 
ly justified. Under the old Roman law, 
suicide was held justifiable when the 
person suffered from an incurable dis- 
ease, was an intolerable burden to his 
family, or had lost his henor. But the 
law and the ethies of today contain 
nothing of the gort.” 

The Rev. Dr. 8. H. Wainright, pre- 
siding elder of the St. Louis District 
of the M. EB. Church Soeuth, who is a 


physician as well as a clergyman, said:. 


“As « physician, I would deem anything 
of the sort inexpedient, in that it would 
open the way for great abuses.

Martin Ingram, a dairyman of Lux- 
emburg, St. Louls County; William 
Fisher, a baker of 5600 South Compton 
avenue and Thomas Stevens, a baker 
of 3235 Missouri avenue, were fined for 
selling milk which was below the 
standard in butter fat.

I asked her, ‘Sadie, do you. want this?’

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion says so, and with the hunting 
season just opening, the railroads 
are telling the hunters about it, and 


are getting some cross words in 
reply. 

No more can the man with the 
gun, bound for the fields where the 
quail are thickest, lead his pointer 
to the baggage car and slip the bag- 
gageman a quarter, in full payment 
for the care of his animal during the 
journey. 

One first-class ticket is now good 
for the passage of one man, not one 
man with dog. If the dog is going 
along, the railroad agent must be 
seen, and an excess baggage check 
for 100 pounds must be obtained. 

Also the dog must submit to the in- 
dignity of being muzzled. This feature 
of the new rule is what grieves sports- 
men most, for no hunting dog’s keen 
sense of scent is going to be improved 





by having his nose encased in a leather 


pocket or wire rat trap. hs 


Excess baggage is expensive stuff, as 


all travelers know, and no dog owner is 
likely to get off at less than $1 for a 
hunting trip of ordinary length. A man 
who went to Oklahoma last week for 
prairie chickens had to pay $6 to take 
his dog with him. 

Since the rule was promulgated a few 
days ago, sportsmen have been running 
from one railroad ticket office to an- 
other, asking about it. 

The have refused to believe, at the 
first telling that the rule is a general 
one, and have tried to get even with 
the line they first happened to go to, 
by going to some other. But they have 
been confronted at each place with the 
statement that the agents are very sor- 
ry, but that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will not let them do any 
differently.

EVERS GETTING IMPATIENT 


Cut Off While Talking With 
Frank Gerhart and He Says 
That Is the Last Straw. 


The City Council at its meeting Tues- 
day night unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion calling upon the Public Service 
Commission to find out and report what 
is the matter with the telephone service 
in St. Louis. 

Councilman F. W. Evers, in introduc- 
ing the. resolution, characterized the 
service as “rotten,” and his criticism of 


the telephoné companies was indorsed 
by cries of “good, good,”’ by other Coun- 
cil mémbers. 

“TIT have worn out my ears, my voice 
and my patience trying to get connec- 
tions over the telephones,”’ said Evers, 


“and I’m tired of getting the dog pourd, 


when I want the Y. M. C. A.” 
Gets the Wrong Number, 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, wishing to 
talk to Evers about his resolution, 
ealled his office telephone number, Ty- 
ler 227, Wednesday morning. 

The operator repeated the number— 
Tyler two-two-seven. A woman's voice 
answered the call. 

“I would like to talk to Councilman 
Evers,”’ said the reporter. 

“There is no such person here,” re- 
plied the woman, with indignation in 
her voice. “This is Tyler 247. You got 
the wrong number and you got me out 
of bed to answer this "phone. It’s a 
shame.”’ 

A second trial put the reporter in 
communication with the Councilman. 


Dozen Times a Day 
“So you got t the wrong number, too,” 


laughed Evers, “Well, I'm getting 
used to that. It happens to me a 
dozen times a day. 

“Only yesterday morning I was 
talking to Frank Gerhart, the Free 
Bridge booster, or, rather, he was 
talking to me, and our connection was 
cut off right inthe middle of the 
conversation. That was the last 
straw. 

“I have written many letters to the 
operating departments and have re- 
celyed promises that the service 
would be bettered but it has not been 
improved. 

“It seems to me that it is clearly 
within the province of the’ Publis 
Service Commission to find out, why 
the telephone service is bad and to 
recommend a remedy to the Muni- 
cipal Assembly. [I believe people in 
this town are tired of getting wrong 
humbers and being cut off in the mid- 
dle of their conversations.” 

Belleveg Service ls Better. 

Traffic Superintendent Casey of the 
Kinloch Telephone Co. said Wednesday 
that in his opinion the telephone service 
is better in St. Louis than in other large 
cities, because there are two — 
ln competition here, 

“We make daily tests of the efficiency 
of our operating force,"’ he said, ‘‘and 
I believe the service was never more 
efficient than it is today. I do not 
know of any improvement which I ceuld 
make pending an investigation by the 
Public Service Commission.’’ 

At the Bell Telephone headquarters it 
was said that Traffic Manager Thomp- 
zon alone could discuss the proposed in- 
vestigation and that he would not be 
at his office Wednesday. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, who had 
occasion to call up a number of persons 
on the Bell system, Wednesday morn- 


ing, kept a record of his success in 


reaching the number called for. Out of 
eight calls, he yot the wrong number 
four times.

ABOLISHING BRIDGE TOLLS. 

The only apparent difference between the bridge 
arbitrary situation in St. Louis and that in Wash- 
ington, where the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion abolished the toll, is the fiction of ‘an in- 
dependent terminal company maintained by the 
railroads here. That fiction now deceives no one. 
The facts brought to Might through the Post-Dis- 
patch’s long campaign against the discriminat- 
ing bridge tolls levied on St. Louis traffic have 
thoroughly clarified the atmosphere. The owner- 
ship and operation of the St. Louis Terminal 
Association by the roads entering this city have 
been established beyond a doubt. Their own 
contracts prove it. 

The basis of the Post-Dispatch’s campaign which 
forced the removal of all tolls beyond the 100- 
mile zone, the issuance of a St. Louis bill of lading 
and has prepared the way for the ultimate aboli- 
tion of the last Eastern barrier to free trade is 
sustained by the commission. In the Washing- 
ton case the bridge was declared to be a part of 
the roadbed. In the Los Angeles case the 
railroad was forbidden to make a special charge 
for delivery on a part of its terminal tracks. 
The Post-Dispatch has contended that no pro- 
prietary road in the Terminal] should levy a 
special charge for service on its own bridges 
and terminals. Cost of terminal service should 
be absorbed in the general rate as in other cities. 

For years St. Louis traffic alone of all the traffic 
passing over the local bridges and terminals, had 
to bear a special charge. The handicap was unique, 
retarding trade and industrial expansion and pop- 
ulation growth to’ an inestimable degree. 

The discrimination still exists within the 100- 
mile zone. The Post-Dispatch in a series of arti- 
cles on the coal rates proved that St. Louis pays 
a rate from five to twelve times greater than 
Chicago on coal mined within the St. Louis indus- 
trial district; the rate to points west of St. Louis, 
on whose coal no arbitrary is charged, is from 
one-third to one-fifth cheaper than the St. Loufs 
rate.. Coal is cheap in St. Louis on account of its 
abundance in the nearby Illinois fields, but with 
the enormous toll of 20 cents a ton the rate is 
comparatively high. St. Louis is deprived of the 
full benefit of the great coal dé¢épocits.at our door. 

The recent decisions of the Interstate Commerce 


|Commission indicate an inclination to go thor- 


oughly into terminal conditions with a view of 
eliminating discriminations on all interstate traf- 
fic. This is a gratifying step. It may oper the 
way to an easy rectification of St. Louis’ evils. 
With the dissolution case pending in the United 
States Court, with other legal grounds of attack in 
reserve and the Interstate Commerce Commission 
on record ‘against bridge tolls, the fair adjust- 
ment of St. Louis bridge problems cannot long be 
postponed. 

The fina] settlement of all toll differences with 
the railroads will be greatly advantageous to both 
the railroads and St. Louis. It will destroy all 
obstacles to free and friendly co-operation in per- 
fecting facilities and promoting industry and 
trade. The railroads might yet reap a profitable 
harvest of good will by immediate voluntary con- 
cessions. Why wait for the mandates of court or 
commission to do justice to a community which 
contributes so much to railroad prosperity? The 
Post-Dispatch would be the first to commend such 
action on the part of the railroads and to co- 
operate with them on a just basis of terminal de- 
velopment.

Amending by Legislative Act. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In your editorial of Sept. 9 you say, if the 
Supreme Court had not the power to declare laws 
passed by Congress unconstitutional, then Con- 
gress could, by legislative act, repeal the consti- 
tution.
